California grape industry are happy 
over the treasury department ruling 
mada public by prohibition commis- 
sioner J. M. Doran, clarifying 
the 


legal status of home manufacturers 
of non-intoxicating fruit juices. The 
California vineyard association which 
has been trying for two years to se- 
cure such a ruling is receiving tele- 
grams of congratulations from men 
interested in the grape, deal in all 
parts o£ rthe country* 


Dr. Doran made it clear in his 


statement that it is not illegal under 
the Volstead act for a, person to 
manufacture in his home, for purely 
home consumption, cider or fruit 
juices containing more than 
one 


half of one per cent of alcohol, pro- 
viding such fruit juices are not "in- 
toxicating in fact." He "further ruled 
that such home manufacturers would 
not be molested unless they tried to 
sell or tranpsort such juices and that 
the question of whether such fruit' 
juices were "intoxicating 
m fact" 


would be left to juries. 


"We are very happy about 
the 


ruling," said a spokesman for the 
vineyardists. We have been saying 
the same thing for a long time, but 
this is the first time that a clear-cut 
ruling has come olit from a high 
government source and it will clear 
up much misunderstanding." 


It was explained here that the 


practice on the part of prohibition 
agents of checking off the names of 
purchasers of grapes 
at terminals 


was stopped upon representations of 
the vineyardists association 
two 


years ago, but that the memories of 
that activity have remained to the 
injury of the industry. 


The prohibition 
commissioner's 


caution against classifying home- 
made fruit beverages as "wines" is 
unnecessary so far as the industry 
itself is concerned. It long since 
learned to avoid the banned term 
and now in California cities and 
towns consumers are offered various 
"types" of "grape juice." Barrels of 
various sizes are delivered at the 
door containing "Port type," "Sherry 
type," "Burgundy type" and other 
types with enticing names, but all 
are designated as "grape juice." It 
is intimated in advertising that de- 
lightful "Beverages" can be made 
from them. 


The ruling has come just when 


shipments are beginning to move 
from California vineyards, which 
produce virtually all of the "wine," 
or "juice," grapes grown in the na- 
tion. This year's crop of "juice var- 
ieties, which will be moving in car- 
load lots by the end of the month to 
eastern and midwest terminals, is 
estimated unofficially at about two- 
thirds of the 472,000 tons produced 
last- year. However, various factors 
indicate that this season Trill be more 
profitable to growers than the last 
several years under uncertain legal 
conditions.

Philo Vance was so unfailingly 


successful in getting his man that 
Bradley Beach made his creator, Mr. 
Wright, honorary police commission- 
er. 
Then the Frankenstein -which 


Mr. Wright had reared began to be 
troublesome. There began to be 
demands on Philo Vance, or, to be 
exact, Mr. Wright, for sure enough 
sleuthing. 


"I see no reason for hoping that 


the methods I have suggested would 
be useful in solving a crime like 
this," said Mr. Wright. "In a gang 
crime like this, the police, with their 
records of known gangsters, their 
habitat and methods, may and should 
be quiet capable of catching the gun- 
men. 


CRIMES ARE DIFFERENT 


This may be classified with such 


Crimea as the Diamond brothers 
shooting in Brooklyn, which the po- 
lice quickly solved. These organiza- 
tion crimes do not fit into the meth- 
ods of hypothesis and analysis, un- 
der which European criminologists 
work and which have suggested the 
operations of Philo Vance." 


This correspondent once occupied 


an apartment with Mr. Wright. In 
those days he dwelt in the higher 
levels of the ratified atmosphere of 
the higher optimism. It was he who 
wrote that devastating treaties, "Los 
Angeles the chemically pure." He 
was one of the editors of the old 
smart set, in its most caustic days, 
with H. L. Mencken and George Jean 
Nathan. The three of them spent 
happy years burning up the Ameri- 
can "booboisie," a pastime in which 
Mr. Mencken and Mr. Nathan 
are 


still engaged. Mr. Wright achieved 
an international reputation as one of 
the foremost living art critics. He 
became known as one of the fading 
expounders and interpreters of Niet- 
zsche. Of the family of the late Col- 
lis P. Huntington, and an alumnus 
of Harvard University, with coldly 
classical features, byromc neckties 
and London tailoring, he was & big 
shot clear out tt the remote boundar- 
ies of the high pressure culture area. 


In 1920 Mr. Wright suffered a ser- 


ious illness, involving nervous trou- 
bles. His physicians prescribed de- 
tective stories, to get his mind off 
the high voltage currents that had 
been running through it for a few 
years back. 


"I read thousands of them," said 


Mr. Wright. "They aroused an in- 
terest in the work 
of European 


criminologists. I gathered case rec- 
ords, treaties and books on crimin- 
ology, 


EVOLVED OWN THEORIES 
"I beean to evolve theories as to 


workable methods of solving crimes. 
I had about three years of this in- 
terval in which I was trying to re- 
cover my health. 


"My first thought was to put some 


of my conclusions in the form of a 
thesis, and then it seemed that a bet- 
ter way would be to work them into 
a story. That was a start of the 
Philo Vance stories. 


"Personally I strongly believe in 


the scientific European methods. Ap- 
plied to a case like the Halls-Mills or 
Elwell murder, they are unquestion- 
ably the soundest and most effectives 
which can be used. But, as I have 
said, I do not see that the theoretical 
cnminologist can be of much use in 
running down these gang1 killings and 
premeditated hold-ups in which two 
or more i-ien participate. It it in the 
individual or personal crime, such 
as the two I have mentioned in 
which an expert criminologist can 
best function. Organized crimes may 
best be left to routine police work, 
although I believe that the American 
police system should be aided by 
staffs of experts, capable of even psy- 
chological analysis, such" as those of 
Austria, Germany and France." 


Mr. Wright aid he had found his 


crime studies healthful diversions 
from his previous academic and crit- 
ical preoccupations. However, he is 
still the aesthete, still given to think- 
ing in cold abstractions and still to 
be classified among the intelligentsia. 
One feels that had his 
physicians 


prescribed books on wheat rust or 
alfalfa, instead of detective stories. 
Mr. Wright's hungry, roving mind 
would have gainered some startling 
conclusions on these subjects. 


Mr. Wriirht appears to have no re- 
srets for the happy days when, with 
two other bad boys of the American 
literary world, he was busy punctur- 
ing balloons. Neptune Beach still be- 
lieves that Philo Vance never fails to 
set his man. and Mr. Wright may yet 
bo driven to putting his synthetic 
slueth through a real work-out.

A RIGHT TO PROTEST 


"Dean P. E.xCorbett of McGill uni- 
versity, in an-address-before the Insti- 
tiite of Politics at William stown, 
Mass., said that Canada would be justi- 
fied in refusing passage to American 
shipping through that part of the St. 
Lawrence 
river which flows only 


through the Dominion if the Chicago 
canal, by lowering water levels to a 
•point where navigation is impaired, is 
proved to be a violation of treaties be- 
tween the two countries. He said that 
Canada does not admit that there is 
any rule of international law apart 
from treaty giving an upper riparian 
state the right to navigate the waters , 
of a lower riparian state. 
Americans 


navigate the St. Lawrence through 
Canadian territory 
by virtue 
of 


treaties with Canada, - which also 
provide that Canadians shall have 
-free and unhindered navigation of all 
boundary waters. Dean Corbett holds 
.that an impairment of this navigation 
in the Great Lakes, which are boun- 
dary waters, would be a violation of 
these treaties. 
^The probability is that in. the point 
\of law Dean Corbett is right. Regard- 
less of treaties it can hardly be denied 
that Canada and the United 
States 


have joint interests in the Great Lakes • 
which neither can destroy or abridge 
without the consent ~of the other. This 
would -seem to be a fundamental prin- 
ciple of international law^not affected 
by trie fact that the ma j of "portion of 
these boundary waters lies within our 
territory. Navigation of the St^ Law- 
fence river is and always has befen de- 
-pendent upon the flow from the lakes. 
'.'The proposition that we would have 
"the right to impair navigation on the 


- lakes and incidentally on the St. Law- 
rence by diverting their 
contents to 


.other watersheds and other sections of 
the country is hardly to be entertained. 


Although the findings of Justice 


Hughes in the injunction proceedings 
-brought by the lake states against the 
•city of Chicago to prevent abstraction 
of water would seem to indicate that 
^congress has the authority to-"divert 
-water from the Great Lakes basin to 
;-the Mississippi valley, it is' hard to 
^reconcile this theory with the pro- 
prietorship Of bordering states in the 
"lakes. It, of. course, rests on the idea 
-that the lakes belong to the nation and 
'^that the nation can do with them as it 
--pleases, regardless of the wishes and 
.fights of the states. 


Whether this dubious principle is to 


-Stand it ought not to apply, and we do 
not see how it can apply, to the joint 
^proprietorship existing between Can- 
ada and the United States. 
Canada 


may, therefore, make substantial diver- 
^sion of water by Chicago the ground of 
'protest both under international law 
.'and her treaties with this country. She 
can go farther than this, in case of ar- 
bitrary action by the United States 
•and disregard of her rights. She can 
impose reprisals, as Dean Corbett sug- 
gests, on the use of the St. Lawrence 
river that would be heavily detrimental 
to our interests. Moreover, we think 
she would be justified and that this 
•country would have no legitimate 
ground for complaint of such action. 
. The Great Lakes are a national asset 
of inestimable value to both nations. 
They ought to be preserved and con- 
served as they are for the use and 
benefit of the two nations. It is incon- 
ceivable that the waters they hold 
could be diverted and utilized to any 
other purpose to advantage. It is ab- 
surd to contend that either national or 
international interests would be pro- 
:inoted by abstracting water, to the im- 
pairment t>f navigation, for the opera- 
'fion of a barge canal from Chicago to 


. Jhe Illinois river and thence to 
the 


^Mississippi. Only the most nefarious 
ind unconscionable politics at Wash- 
;lnfton could attempt to validate such 
,* theft, with its transgression of 
the

Canada i? not only 
justified in contesting diversion of 
water at Chicago which impairs lake 
navigation, but she would be recreant 
to her sovereign and economic inter- 
ests if she did not resolutely oppose it. 


TAXES FOR UTILITIES 


The assembly has as a compromise 


with the senate passed a bill which in- 
creases the tax to be paid by public 
utilities of Wisconsin, excluding rail- 
roads and Pullman companies, an ag- 
gregate of a little less than $1,000,000. 
The increase comes by reason of as- 
sessing the lax on a different basis.

The assembly in its original bill im- 


posed surtaxes which made a total of 
approximately $2,000,000. The senator- 
ial view forced a cut of the amount by 
approximately half. Opinion as to the 
fairest and best means of taxing utili- 
ties differs widely. There is a wide di- 
version of practice. In the end the only 
question that matters is the amount of 
taxes the utilities pay and the justice 
of the amount. It can make little differ- 
ence, whether it is property tax or tax 
on earnings, or what not, so long as 
the tax is fairly uniform, effective and 
just. Any tax the utilities pay is passed 
on to the consumer, not only because 
this is the rule in all business, but for 
the reason that profitable earnings are 
both legalized and fixed. 


One" of the aims of all Well-managed 


utilities today is to reduce rates and in- 
crease volume. 
Additional taxation 


makes it-a little harder to reduce rates. 
It is desirable to ameliorate the tax 
burden on agriculture and the increase 
of utility taxes will help slightly to do 
this. The increased tax has little or no 
relation to the utilities' ability to pay. 
Considered from that standpoint it is 
easily justified. 
- The wisdom of any 


policy of utility -taxation must rest 
upon economic justification as well as 
upon, a fair apportionment of taxes to 
all wealth. Utility taxes are automati- 
cally reflected in public service rates.

Value of Privilege Should 


Be Determined Before Ac- 
tion Is Taken

New York — The rights attaching 


to convertible bonds and preferrel 
stocks are of various kinds. Usually 
they give the privilege of purchas- 
ing the common stock at & fixed 
price sometimes below the market 
and s letimes above it. The right 
may continue indefinitely or it may 
become void it not exercised on or 
before a fixed date. The number oi 
shares so purchaseable also varies. 


In some cases the warrants evi- 


dencing the purchase privilege may 
be detached from the bond or the 
preferred stock and sold in the open 
market. In other instances the war- 
rants are non-detachable until exer 
cised. A different kind of privilege is 
one that gives the right to convert 
the bond or the preferred stock di- 
rectly into the common at the pleas- 
ure of the holder of the senior secur 
ity. This right may be for a fixe-3 
period or it may continue for the life 
of the bond or indefinitely in the 
case of preferred stocks. In every 
case, however, a sejJarate analysis is 
necessary to determine the value of 
the privilege. This value when found 
subtracted from the market price of 
the convertible issue shows what is 
being pai dfor the security as a 
straight investment. 


To illustrate we may take 
the 


case of Allegheny Corporation 53-2 
per cent convertible preferred. This 
issue carries non-detachable stocK 
purchase \\ arrants allowing the hold- 
er to buy one and one-half sl.ares of 
common stock at $30. per share for 
each share of preferred held. Sup- 
pose arbitrarily that the preferred is 
selling at 115 and the common at 50. 
Then the privilege of buying 1 1-2 
shares of common at 30 is worth 
just $30 a share on the preferred. 


One and one-half shares of com- 


mon at $30 a share costs $45 but one 
and one-half shares of common at a 
market price of $50. a share is worfh 
$75 and difference between $75 and 
$45 which is $30. If then we substract 
30 from 115, the 
assumed market 


price of the prefered we have 85 as 
the p^lce of tl.e stock on an Invest- 
ment basis. 


The same method may be used to 


analyze other convertibla Issues.

Reflector Catches Light 


On Journey Through Ages 


BY OSCAR LEIDING 


Pasadena, Caifl—CXP)—Light which 


started on its journey to the earth 
50,000,000 years ago has been caught 
on the massive reflector of Mount 
Wilson observatory by two scien- 
tists. 


In the vast reaches of the uni- 


verse, more than 3,000,000,000,000 
times the distance between man's 
puny sphere and the 
sun, 
three 


faint celestial bodies were found to 
be apparently speeding away from 
the world. 


One nebula's velocity was deter- 


ininued at 4,900 miles a second, the 
greatest speed ever found among 
celestial bodies. The other two reg 
sitered gaits of 4,600 and 3,100 miles. 


To the scientists, Dr. Francis G 


Pease and M. L. Hurnason. the mara- 
thon endurance record of the light 
hurtling through space at a con- 


tinuous gait of 186,284 miles a sec- 
ond, 
is not the fact of most im 


portance. 


Hidden behind the apparent ve- 


locities of the bodies, _which lie in 
a cluster near the pole of the Milky 
Way, may exist the secret of ths 
structure of the universe. 


The scientists believe that the ve- 


locities are illusory and that they 
are not actual motions but distor- 
tions in light -waves that have trav 
eled enormous 
distances 
through 


space. 


Such distortions, they belive, may 


be due to a curvature of space. 
Einstein, in his theory of relativ'.tj, 
predicted a local curvature of space 
that was found to be true. Theo- 
rists, usin~ the observational evi- 
dence of the Mount Wilson astrono- 
mers, now point out that his pre 


dieted general curvature of space 
may also be a fact. 


The universe may not go on in- 


deflmtely to "infinity," then, but bf 
closed even as the earth itself is 
closed. The scientists, by studying 
further nebulae, may reveal facts 
pointing not only to the structure 
of the universe, but its shape ami 
extent.

Must Be Cut or Killed With 
- Chemicals Before Bud 


Stage 


Lafayette, lad.—Essential features 


of the new Indiana State law re- 
garding the eradication of Canada 
thistle, generally considered by farm- 
ers in the northern half of the state 
as the worst of all weeds on account 
of its creeping-rooted habit of growth 
that makes 
eradication 
txtremely 


difficult, the disagreeable spiny na- 
ture of the pest and the ease with 
which it Is scattered by wind carried 
seeds, have been summarized by Al- 
bert A. Hansen, of the Purdue Uni- 
. versity department of agricultural 
extension. 


According to Eansen, a knowledge 


of the new law, which was passed 
on March 12, 1929, by t*e General 
Assembly, should be possessed by 
township trustees, 
county 
agents, 


railroad 
and interurban 
officials, 


road superintendents and 
farmers 


generally. The new statute applies 
to owners, occupants or leasees of 
land (Including vacant city 
lots), 


road superintendents or anyone else 
having roadsides under their charge, 
section boss, roadmasters," or any 
other officer of railroad or interur- 
ban companies in charge of right-of- 
way or any other land owned or 
leased by such companies. 


In many places, Canada thistle 


has become such a problem that en- 
tire fields have been abandoned to 
tho plant, and its presence has a 
marked tendency to decrease land 
values. 


The outstanding points of the new 


law, as summarized by Hanson fol- 
low: 


1. AH Canada thistles must be cut 


or killed with chemicals either before 
or in the bud stage, or within five 
days of the time when 
the first 


bloom appears. The old law required, 
cutting before the plants were six 
inches high. 


2. Either tho owner or the oc- 


. cupant of the infested land (including 


vacant city lots) is held responsible 
for cutting or chemical 
treatment. 


This includes railroad companies and 
road officials. 


OWNER MAY COMPLAIN - 


3.x~Any landowner may complain 


to the township trustee regarding 
the presence of Canada, thistles that 
have reached the bud or early bloom 
stage. It is then the. duty of the 
trustee to immediately notify the 
owner or occupant of the land oy 
registered mail to cut or chemically 
treat the thistles within three days 
of the tune the notice is received. 
The trustee has no choice in the 
matter—if he fails in his duty he if 
subject to 
a fine not 
exceeding 


I2S.OO. 


4. On failure' to comply with the 


trustee's notice, the trustee is re- 
quired to hire some one to- cut or 
; chemically treat the thistles and pay 


""cents an hour. (The oKFrate was 20 
•cents per hour). The cost of the 
work is paid by the trustee out of 
the road -fund and both tht» cost and 
tht cost of the chemicals is later 
filed with the county auditor and 
must be paid oy the owner of the 
property on. which the -work was per- 
formed at the next tax: paying time. 
This money is then placed in the 
road fund of the township in which 
the work was done. » 


5. If no money is available in 


the road fund to pay for such work, 
the trustee must be authorized by 
the advisory board to borrow the 
necessary amount. Hereafter every 
trustee in submitting estimates to 
the advisory obard must include in 
his road fund a sufficient amount to 


, cover Canada thistle expenditures. 
, 6. Failure to cut or chemically 
treat thistles b'efore the bud or early 
bloom stage, whether notified or not, 
is a misdemeanor punishable with a 
fine of not more than $10.00 for the 
first offense and 120.00 for each sub- 
sequent offense.

Dr. Magnus as spokesman, describ

pared to the 600-odd in the Unltej 
States. The broadcasting, 
like the 


companies themselves, are half-con 
trolled by the 
government. 
Fifty 


one percent of the stock of the nine 
operating companies is held by 
holding company, of which Dr. Mag- 
nus is director. The government, in 
tuen, holds 51 per cent of the stock 
of the holding company. 


German set owners pay a tax of 50 


cents a month on their receiving sets 
to sustain the broadcasting com 
panies. Half of the tax goes to the 
government; the other half to the 
the operating companies. There are 
3,000,000 taxpaying listeners, of the 
60,000,000 total German population 
As in the United States it is estimat 
ed that there are four to five listen 
ers for every set. Besides the sets on 
which taxes are pa.d, Dr. Magnus 
said there are m jse a considerable 
number of "bootleg" sets. 


The only advertising permitted ov 


er the German stations is for a hall 
hour period during the 
afternoon 


Then each of the nine "key" station? 
puts on direct advertising, with the 
names of th eadvertiser, his com 
modities, and the prices. There is no 
musical or entertainment programs 
It is just straightaway sales talk 
The rate is $20 for three minutes 
times over each chain.

lave been well maintained and the 
otal volume of ;roperty transac- 
ions is greater than it was at this 
ime last year. Tue credit stringency 
has not extended to the real estate 
oans of legitimate character, such 
as home buildi.ig or expansion of in- 
lustrial plants. A survey recently 
:ompleted by the National Associa- 
ion of Real Estate Boards, shows 
hat in 76 per cent of the cities in- 
erest rates on mortgage money are 
he jame as last year; in 12 per cent 
mortgage rates are lower; end 12 IT 
-nt report an increase. Nearly half 


of the cities report a surplus of 
n.ortgage money; one-third of them 
says the demand and supply are just 
.bout equal; and 21 per cent of them 
says that there is a shortage of 
money for mortgage purposes. Ap- 
parently the boiling stock market 
;nd the restrictive measures of the 
federal Reserve 
Board have not 


aused the crisis in real estate which 
many had expected. 


Anyone whd wants to buy or build 


a home can obtain money at as fa- 


orab'e rates now as he could three 
•ears ago. On the other hand, the 
>anks are scrutinizing applications 
'or large speculative 
enterprises 


:ery carefully. Undoubtedly apart- 
ment house building in some of our 
arge cities was overdone. Until the 
demand catches up with the supply 
a resting period in spefeulative trans- 
actions and new construction is only 
natural. 
The principal effect of 


>igh money from a building and real 
estate standpoint has been in con- 
nection with the decline in munici- 
pal financing. 


Borrowing by Cities, towns, and 


states has been slowed down by the 
higher rates which they must pay 
for money. 
Also, the 
dullness in 


the general bond market and the 
craze for stocks make the 
sale of 


high-grade municipal issues more 
difficult. 
The slackening in public 


developments and improvements can 
only be alleviated by an easier trend 
h the money market.

RENTS ABOUT SAME 


The rising trend of rents has been 


definitely checked. Today rentals 
in most cities, both for residential 
and business property are 
fairly 


well stabilized at just about the same 
level as last year. 
Fo-ty-six per 


cent of the leading cities says rents 
for single family houses are the 
same as in 1928; 17 per cent of them 
say rents are higher; while 27 per 
cent say they are lower. Apartment 
rents in 65 per cent of the cities 
show no appreciable change, from 
ast year; in 18 per cent they are 
higher; and in 17 per cent lower. 
Central business property is renting 
about" the same as m 128 in 52 per 
cent of the cities; higher in 40 per 
cent; and lower in 8 per cent. Well 
situated business rents seem to be 
maintained on ,a higher level than 
mtost other clafeses of property. Ov- 
erbuilding In a few cities has caused 
decline in all types of rents, but the 
situation for the whole country is 
one of stability at prices slightly be- 
low the 
high 
peak 
previously 


reached. 
SUBURBAN PROPERTY ACTIVE 


Several years ago I called atten 


tion to the great movement toward 
the suburbs brought abojt by the 
automobile and improved rapid tran- 
sit facilities. This movement Is con- 
tinuing In spite of adverse money 
conditions. Today the cities anc 
towns under 25,000 inhabitants are 
the ones that are showing the great- 
est real estate activity. 
Fifty-eight 


per cent of these small towns and 
cities show more property transac- 
tions than last year. On the other 
band only 50 per cent of .the large 
cities with a population of 500,000 
or over, and only 24 per cent of the 
cities with populations of 100,000 to 
200,000, show an increase in activity 
over last year. The cities are rap 
idly spreading out and the demand 
for good suburban property is con 
stantly growing. Movement away 
from congested city districts is an 
excellent thing for both for the pub 
lie health and social welfare of the 
country.

civic problems. Not only has it sup- 
plied advice and inspiration for cities 
in our own country, notably Detroit, 
Bo ton and Kansas City, but has ex- 
tended into Geimany," England, Ire^ 
land, Sweden, Mexico City, and far 
away Nagoya, Japanr 


On account 
of 
its phenomenal 


growth and its limited area, New 
York early had to face the problems 
that came mo 3 slowly to other cities 
—that of keeping the character of a 
street, once it is developed and pro 
tecting residential sections from be- 
ing swallowed up by business, and 
to staying factories from -encroach- 
ing upon established commercial sec- 
tions. 


ZONING IDEA SPREADS 


Only ten years have passed since 


these zoning laws became effective 
jn this city, but they have had such 
an influence in moulding arcritect- 
ural development of the city that 
now more than 93 cities have adopt- 
ed similar ones.

It was when the lower part of 


Fifth-ave went "factory," and threat- 
ened the street that had been exaltec 
as the country's most magnificent 
shopping center, and most expensive 
home section, tl at ma.chants anc 
property owners of the 
Fifth-ave 


section realized the necessity of re- 
sisting this invasion. 


When it organized, the 
founders 


had no idea how far reaching its 
work would be. Now other streets 
and sections have followed suit unti: 
New York has a highly developed 
civii pride, that works in groups 
rather than collectively. 


THEY RUN THEIR STREETS 
The Park Avenue Association was 


organized to keep that section smart, 
exclusive, and of course, expensive. 
Th; Washington Square Association 
is pledged to save that section as a 
high class residential quarter, and to 
retain the old landmarks so far as 
it is possible, vhile the Broadway 
Association keeps an eagle eye on 
the carnival street of the world. „ 


By organizing the streets, it is 


possible to dictate the policies. Fiflh- 
aven ic allows no electric signs, while 
Broadway fairly gives bonuses for 
them. The Park Avenue Association 
keeps off the busses that are ssuch 
a feature on Fifth. 


W' He each section must built ac- 


cording to its particular section, it 
does to a large extent dominate the 
type of architecture and the calibre 
of the business represented. 


The Fifth Avenue 
Association 


awards yearly prizes for the most 
beautiful building:. erected in its area 
and for the most expert jobs of re- 
modeling. 


Park-ave is i-eally included in the 


Fifth-ave section, but it ha- an or- 
ganization of its own that is purely 
commercial, and for itself—"to make 
profit for and derive a profit from 
Park-ave." 
AN ELEGANT THOROUGHFARE 


The idea was to keep Park-ave 


expensive and exclusive. It had be- 
come, through something of an ac- 
ciJent, the street with the most ele- 
gant, apartment houses, with 
the 


highest and most prohibitive rentals, 
with the ritziest restaurants and a 
reputation for being swank 
and 


swagger. 


When Gramercy Park and Wash- 


ington Square were the fashionable 
parts of the city in Civil war times, 
upper Park-ave was a commons and 
railroad yard. There were no brown- 
stone palaces and copies of French 
chateaux, 
such as were making 


Fifth-ave the talk of the world. 


So. there were no of the sorrows 


of seeing the old palaces go, such as 
Fifth-ave has had to experience. She 
has paid dearly 
for the 
beautiful 


apartments that are across the park, 
because each is the site of an old 
home, of an elegance such as can 
never be reuaplaced. 


NOT FIFTH-AVE OF OLD 


Incidentally, today there is not an 


Astor or- a Gould on Fifth-ave, and 
only one of the Vanderbilt palaces 
i,main In the upper fifties. 
It is 


estimated that it costs General Van- 
derbilt $2000 a day to hold that lo- 
cation for a private residence. 


The Fifth Avenue Association, af- 


ter working for years for the Thirty- 
Eighth street tunnel that will re- 
live traffic congestion in mid-town 
New York, has just had its plans ac 
cepted. It was back of the plan to 
spend a million reconstructing and 
rehabilitating Central park. 
It is 


proud of the fact that the value of 
the section it embraces has 
quad- 


rupled in the 2Q years.

seven-ton locomotive." Another run 
was made September 8, 1829, after 
which the "Lion" was discarded. 


It had been orginally intended that 


the engine would haul trains of coal 
"rom the company's mines in Carbon- 
dale, Pa., to the western terminus of 
a canal, a distance of 16 miles. The 
canal, completed in 1828, extended 
108 miles from Honesdale to Rond- 
out, N. Y., on the Hudson river, 
thus providing a water route from 
New York City to the valuable an- 
thracite fields of northeastern Penn- 
sylvania. 


The locomotive was designed and 


built by Foster, Rastrick and Com- 
pany of StourbrlSge, England,,'and 
delivered in New York at a cost of 
$2,914 90. 


At the 
time the 
"Stourbridge 


Lion" was run, not a single railroad 
steam locomotive ever had turned a 
wheel or run on any track in the 
United States, and even in England 
the superiority of engines to the 
horse was not generally recognized. 


The "Lion," after its second run, 


was housed In a 
temporary shed 


where it rusted until parts were dis- 
mantled and used in company shops. 
Some were rescued and deposited 
in the Smithsonian institution, in- 
cluding the boiler, a 
cylinder, a 


"grasshopper beam," and the wheel 
runs.
